AGRICULTURAL RANK OF THE STATIB. 

The relative rank of the first nine States in re- 
gard to value of crops showed that Illinois led with 
a total valuation for all farm crops of ^'.n'i.WO.OOO ; 
Iowa was second with $315,00U,00U ; Texas third 
with $298,000,000, foUowed by Ohio with $280.000,. 
000; Georgia $227,000,000; Missouri, $221,000,000; 
Kansas, $215,000,000; New York, $209,000,000; and 
Indiana, $204,000,000. 

A aummary of the relative rank of the States in 
these 11 leading farm crops shows tliat New York 
rimked first in lour; Illinois first in two, with Texas, 
North Dakota, North Carolina, Kentucky, and Min- 
neaot*. ranking first in one each. Iowa ranked aee* 
ond in three of these above-mentioned crops, with 
Qeorgia, Kansas, Ohio, New York, Pennsylvania. 
North Carolina, California, and Michigan ranking 
aecond in one each. Minnesota, Wisconsin, and Vir 
ginia each ranked tliird in two of these crops, with 
Missouri, Mississippi. Pennsylvania, and Maine 
third in one each^ 

ROW TO Bl A WIATBIR SSABP. 

The following formula of weather signa was 
adopted by the Farmers' Club of tiic American In- 
ataitttte some years ago and it liati been found to 
give satiaf action: 

1. When the temperature falls suddenly there ia 
a storm forming south of you. 

2. ^Vhen the tumperalure rm-H i*uil<icniy there is 
• itonn forming north of you. 

3 The wind always blows from a n'^^ion of fair 
weather toward a point where a storm is forming'. 

4. Cirrua clouda always move from a region 
whare a atorm ia in progress to one of fair weather. 

5. Cumulus clouds always come from a region 
where a storm is forming. 

6. When cirrua clouda are movbig rapidly from 
north or northeast, no matter how cold it ia. there 
will be rain within 24 hours 

7. When cirrus clouds are moving rapidly from 
ioatii or aontheaat, there will be a hailstorm on the 
morrow, if it ha in the summer, and if it be in the 
winter there will be snow. '* 

8. The wind always blows about a storm in a 
eircle; when it blows from the north, the heaviest 
rain is east of you; if it blowa from the south, the 
heaviest rain is west of you; if it blows from the 
6Mt, the beavieat rain ia aonth. 

9. The wind never blows, even moderately, un- 
less rain or anow ia falling within a radius of 1,000 



10. Whenever heavy white frusl oeeurs a storm 
is forming within 1,000 milea. — Herald Almanac.
